To Guard Against Sun-stroke.

One who knows savs it behooves cv-
ery one to take unmsual precaution
against sun-stroke. and first of ull avoid
the use of stimulating liquors, Itiz a
mistake to suppose that a * drink™ now
and then through the day will help the
system 1o bear up against the enervat-
influence of the heat. A large portion
of the cages of sun-stroke occur smong
those of irrezular habits,
the excessive use of jced drinks when
over-heated.  The temporary vefresh-
ment they afford nevertheless shocks the
system and renders one pavticularly sus-
ceptible to sun-stroke. It isa prolific
source of diarrhaa, cholera morbus and
the like. If necessarily exposced to the
rays of the sun, wear a wet handker-
chief or sponge in the crown of the hat.
Laborers are especially recommended to
take this very simple precaution, which
has saved thousands from sudden death.
Bear in mind that sun-stroke, when not
fatal, leaves the brain in a very sensitive
state, and for years afrerward renders
the victim more linble to a recurrence.—
“A stitch in time saves nine.”

How it Affects the People--Inter-
esting and Suggestive Facts,
ﬁ'_

One weeks wages of a female oper-
tive in a woolen mill in New England
is 7 62, which will buy her 12} yvards of
alpaen, at 60 cents a yard. The wages of
the snme class of operatives in Brad-
ford, Eugland, is but $§3 38, which will
buy in Bradford the same kind of al-
paca for 18 eents a yvard, or 18§ vards.—
Thus the one week’s pauper lnbor of
England buys over 6 yards of alpaca
more than the boasted wages of the
United States. Duty on alpaca, 617 per
cent,

A week's wages of a female operative
in New England, 87 62, will buy 76
spools of six-corded thread, 200 vards
per spool, at 10 cents each, leaving 2
cents over, The Fnglish wages of §3
38 will buy in England 84 spools of best
corded thread, at 4 cents a spool, leav-
ing 2 cents over, or 8 spools more, Duty
on spool-thread, 67 ‘Efcr cent,

Fifty pounds of § blood merino wool,
at 45 cents per pound, will buy in New
York 562§ pounds common bar iron at 4
cents per pound.  The same 50 pounds
of wool will feteh in England ¥ cents
ound, and buy 900 pounds of the same
cind of iron at 2eents a pound. Duty
on bar-iron, 663 per cent.

In 1860 and 1861, § blood merino wool
sold in New York for fifty ¢ts. a pound,
and best Collins axes at 89 a dozen. Fif-
ty pounds of wool would have bought
83 axces, leaving 25 cents over. In 1870,
50 pounds of the same wool fetches $22
56, and axes vost £12 a dozen § it woul
therefore, only procure 28§ axes, Daly
on steel and iron averages G0 per eent,

In 1800 the price of a five hole stove
was $6; it took just 12 pounds of three
quarter blood merino wool, at {0 cents
per pownd, to buy a stove.  The price of]
i six-hole stove of the same elass in 70
is &Y 50, and merine wool sells for 45
per cents per pound : it takes 21 5-45
pounds of wool to buy astove. Duty on
pig-iron for casting stove, 35 per cent.

It tukes at present just nine bushels
of Ohio wheat to buy a five-hole stove,
the price of it being #9 30 in New York
In 1800 the same stove could have been
bought (allowing wheat to feteh the
sunie price, $1 08) for less than 5§ bush.

1n 1860 the price of Sheflield cast steel
was 14 cents a pouad, and wheat was
g1 08 per bushel: 10 bushels woull
have bought just 75 pounds of steel.—
Duty oun steel in 1860, 15 per cent. In
1870 steel costs 19 cents o pound & and
10 bushels of wheat will only buy 65}
pounds of the same class of steel, or
nearly 20 pounds less, Duty on steel,
485 per cent,

A favmer selling 100 bushels of wheat
in 18€0, and realizing theretrom §110,
could have bought in New York 136
vards Ingrain two ply Lowell carvet at
706 cents yard. Duty in 1860, 25 per cent.
A twnner selling 100 bushels of wheat
in 1870, and realizing £110, can only
buy 843 vaeds of the smme carpet at the
prevailing price of §1 30 per yard. Duty
i 1870, 75 per cent.

One hundred bushels of wheat, real-
izing $110 in 1860, would have bought
744 yards of all wool cloth, weighing 14
ounces per vard.  Duty 24 per cent. At
§1 50 per yard. The same 100 bushels of|
wheat in 1870, resdizing $110, will only
buy 55 yards of the same cloth at 2 per
yard'  Duty in 1870, 70 per cent.

In 1860, a scamstress, eurning 50 cents
a day,could have bought 10 spools of the
best six-cord Clark’s 200 vavd thread,—
In 1870, the seamsiress earns 70 cents a
day, and the price of the above is 10
cents a 8pool : #he can buy only 7§ &pools
for her one day’s labor. Duty on thread,
674 per cent.

In 1860, 20 pounds of § blood merino
wool, fetching $10, would have bonght
3.214 pounds of Liverpool salt, at 22
cents per bushel of 70 pounds. Duty on
salt, 15 per cent.  In 1870, 20 pounds of’
§ blood merino wool fetches §9, and
buys only 1,675 pounds of Liverpool
salt, at 40 cents per bushel of 70 pounds.
Duty, 108 per cent.

1n 1860, u Jaborer earning one dollar a
day could have bought just 25 pounds
of codfish at 4 cents per pound, In 8750,
he earns $1 50 a day, and codfish cost~
ing 74 cents & pound, he can only buy
20 pounds of codfish for his days labor,
or 5 pounds less.

Owners of shipping on the lakes,
when they buy 1,000 pounds of yellow
metal sheeting for a vessel, have to pay
30 cents per pound, or §300. Duty ou
vellow metal, 45 per cent.  None is im-
ported. The same metal cam be laid
down inany portion of the lakes, if go
duty was on it, for 20 cents in cwrrency.

The exports of Americun manufactor-
ed cotton goods, in 1860, under a low
tariffiwere four times as great as in W,

The export of woselen fabrics of Am-
tevienn make has deelined,within the Just
fiscal year year, 60 per cent—amount
in the aggicgate to but £160,000; while
CGireat Britain, under fres trade, exported
in the same vear §129.000,000.

In 1860.A and T white flannels sold for
18 cents a yard : a seamstress earning o0
cents o day could buy 84 vards' of flan-
nel for theee day’s kbor.  The price of
the same Kind of flannel now, in 1870, in
30 cents a yard, and the scamstrees earns
75 cemiz a day: her three day's  high
wages will only precure her 7§ yards of
flannel.
